Our Oceaa Highway. 

Amongst the most important advnu- 
tiiges aoorolng to Britieh Columbio 
from Confederation that of an effloient 
nail service between Ibis port and San 
FranolsGo is not the least. The ocean 
constitnteB the sole highway to tbia 
Province at prosent,and will continoo to 
do 80 for years to come— ontil, In faoti 
railway commanioation shall have been 
eatabliHhod. It is, tboreforo, a mat- 
ter of no liltio importoDoO that Bttoh 
means of transport eh ajl be placed upon 
this ocezo highway of oors es will meet the 
needB of lha oountry. This the Dominion 
Goveinmsnt hoB uodertakon to do nnder Ibo 
nanie ol a 8eaii<-moDtbly mail serviee be- 
tween here and San FraneiBOo, and a aemi- 
weekly m«il Mrvioe between here and Pa- 
get SoDDd. It is to the lormer ol these Bet^ 
vices that we desire to direct a few cbBor- 
vationt. What is Domiaall; dune in oider 
10 eeoure the regnlar and froquoDt rons. 
mifsion of our mails is in reality dono chiefly 
to encoarago and faciliiato commerce and 
immigration. Nobody will pretend to ftt- 
tiich any very great importunoe to the trans- 
mission of our mails direct to and from 
Ban Francisco twice a month when means 
are provided for having them twioe a week 
by the way of Paget Sound. The real 
value of the semi-monthly mail lervica 
between this colony and San Franoisoo 
eoniista loss in the mere tranemiBsion 
ol mail matter than in supplying the 
means for the reRular, epaedy, fafe, 
and obsap iracsmissioD of men and mercban- 
disa 10 the Colony. Such being the case, 
it becomes a oonsideratioo of sopreme im* 
portonce that the service shall possees the 
elemeniB eseeniial to the locoessfal nttain- 
nenl of lis primary ohjtct, lu other words, 
it ia of the Qret imporlaBoe that the steamer 
or steamers to be employed iu the sorvico io 
qnestion shall poBBeas those qualities and be 
operated upon those priooiples ooloolated to 
contribute in the bigheat degree towards 
the aitainment of the main object. That is 
to aay, itie Btejmers Phouid be comfortable, 
ipeedy, Bale and well appointed, and they 
■iiouid be run bonajide in the iniereat of the 
Colony, with both Ireight and faro rates 
placed snfficiently low to lostet oommiroo aad 
Bitract population, and it is for those quali. 
ties and couditions thai the large enbaidies 
are to be paid, rather than for the merely 
nominal advantage ol buvin^ onr mail matter 
come aod go direct, and it la just in propoi- 
t,OQ to the dejjree io which these coo'litioDs 
are presented ttiat the eubsidits stiould be 
larger or tmaller. For icstanoe, ceteris pari' 
bu*. the company that will engage to carry 
pasBBrgera and freight at the lowest rates 
Bhonid have the contract ; lor to have cheap 
fare and lrei(;bt rates prevail over our sole 
proeeni highway is the grand object. To 
lome this may possibly sppear to be a some- 
what aeifish spirit, into which the Federal 
Govetument migbt not be presumed readily 
to enter ; bat we tbiuk a little rtfltiotion will 
dispel the impreseioa. As ao integral por- 
tion of the Dominion, lha prosperiiy of iba 
Pacific Province is identical with the pros 
perlty of the whole. Population mnsl sspe- 
cially form the basis ol Federal revenue , 
and inasmuch as, under the Customs Tarifl', 
every irihabiiani of British Colombia will 
ooDtribaie a certain nambcr of dollars every 
year towards the Federal revenue, or, /iha' 
will amonnt much to the same tbiog, coi.> 
•ume a certain number ol dollart' worth ol 
Dominion manufaclare«, a certain amoaot 
cf Federal revenue would be profitably em- 
ployed in prosetitiog such ottrociiona and 
inducements ua would Jriiw pupulatioo into 
tbia Colony from surrouedioK peoples. Ka" 
garding the whole qnestion In the light \vc 
have thai eoueavjorsd to prt Bant it to ttio 
mind of the reader, we cannot tay that tho 
hesitation of Dominion ageota to at once 
conolado a permanent contract with the 
(ingle Company now running a single stea- 
mer upon the route berweeo thia Colony and 
San Francisco has ocuiaiooed surprise lo 
our own miodi. It is so very important, not 
only that all the conditiuni already enumer- 
ated ahoald be present, but that the ioicr- 
ests of whatever company nndertakee the 
service should be in perfect harmony with the 
intereats of the cooniry they on'lertalso to 
Borvelhut wo look upon such hesitutioii.uodor 
the ciroumstanoLS, as lieiii;; coiiiiuendnble 
lather iIiqd bUjmeworttiy.

The celebrated Eogliab racehorse lOclip.sc, 
foaled April I, 1764, wna one of the inosl 
remarkalle animals that ever slru.dt ihc 
lurf will! his feet. Mr O'Kolly purchased 
him lor S3750 ocd it is ettiuialod ihui itie 
horeo won lor his owner uioro than $125,000 
in gold cops, vases and gniuea pureos. Ho 
lived lo Iho age of 26 ^eara, when ho died 
ol colic and irflaminaliori, 

Mr Plumer, a son of Sir Thomas Pluraor 
the former owner of tbe estate Canons^ wriiet: 

' Tho borsp Eclipse waa buried in tho 
park not far from what 'n called the saloon 
front of tbe bouse and there was a stone 
which marked the epoi, bui in tbe exienaive 
alteroiion which my lather maiie the stone, 
1 think, got rauioveil, although Iho pp-u 
whefB il waa WbB well known lo mo ncd is 
kDo>?n to me now ; and 1 shall be pleased 
lo oflfer my services as cbaperon to poiotit 
out. 

T be akin ol Eolipee was preserved in liie 
range of stables aod I well remember ih 
mouldering, dusty, mcth eaten retuui'iB, 
whioh 1 am sshomad to !>ny wu o poUered to 
decay aod gradually vanish Irum siglif. and 
memory, Tbe boot, bowevor, wan eat in 
silver and preserved t)y my eldeal brother 
whose eon now has ii. The estate of Canous 
was woo by Eclipse lor tbe equally famou i 
Colonel Kelly, of whom my lather bought 
tbe pluoo lor £60.000.' 

EclipFO wag sired by .Mar.'-ke and hia clam 
was Spiloiia by Kegulu^. He died ai C.i- 
nooa whoro lio was buried wilh almost re^'al 
honirs, I ho Challeuga Whip waa niailo 
Irom his lull and each iroasored among hi.' 
uollectioo a hoof of the horse rooouied in 
silver.
